At the Supreme Court this moming the 
Puisne Judge, Mr. A. G. Wise, delivered judg- 
ment in the +ase brought by Messrs. A, Ross 
& Co, of 4, Des Veeux Road against the Ching 
Hop firm, of Wing lok Street to recover the 
sum of $108.15 in respect of the loss on re-sale 
of a quantity of wire rigging, of which defend- 
ants refused delivery.

The manager of Messrs, Okuro and Cam- 
pany, one of the chief Japanese firms in the 
City, said: 

“There is nothing in our advices to lead us 
to believe that there willbe war. Steamers 
ire leaving England gs usual for Korea. 
Business telegrams reudtved to-day are of a 
nature which would be unlikely if war were 
regarded as imminent.” , 

The manager of another important Japanese 
firm said :— 

“T have no news whatever indicating the 
likelihood of war, and, although some of those 
in my employ would be the first to b+ summon- 
ed to Japan, I have not heard of anyone wha 
bas been told to hold himself in readiness to 
return to the Far East.” 

At the London offices of the Nippon Vusen 
Kaisha the view was expressed that there would 
be no war, 

The prevalence of certain rumours was affect 
ing trade by reducing the amount of shipments 
to japan, It was, however, a significant fact 
that not a word about the possibility of war had 
been heard from the headquarters of the com- 
pany at Tokio, and that no mlimation had been 
received that any of their subsidised steainers 
had been requisitioned by the Government 
One of the events of hostilites would be the 
requisitioning of some of their fleet, As a 
matter of fact all their steamers were following 
their usual programme. 

At the offices of Sir Marcus Samuel and 
Company the view was expressed that while 
the situation was undoubtedly critical, yet there
